This application relates to a Theophiliine formulation, comprising a neutral core 
coated with a layer containing Theophiliine, an adjuvant which may be a thyme extract, 
and a mixture of glyceride, oily alcohol and beeswax. 

FR 2 616 068 

As indicated in an English language abstract, the application relates to 

"[t]herapeutically active plant extracts are stabilised by 
coating them with a matrix-forming material (A): 
granulating the resulting mixt. with a volatile solvent; 
drying the granules, and incorporating, after crushing, into 
a pharmaceutically-acceptable, non-toxic, inert excipient. 
Where the extract is dry material, the matrix is 
methylcellulose; where it is a soft material, the matrix is 
micronized silica. USE ADVANTAGE - The method is esp. 
used to stabilize heteroside-contg. extracts, esp. those 
from the hawthorn. The compsn., which may include a 
complementary or synergistic component, can now be 
stored for a long time without a significant loss of active 
ingredient."
